Difficulty in Holding Unwiedly 


Front May Force German 
Retreat 


By J. W. T. Mason 
New York, March 29.—As far as 
can be foreseen, the combat in the 


west has definitely turned in favor of 


the Allies, with the Germans begin- 
ning to engage in sullen dotonsive 
tactics at important strategic points. 

The German front is now entangled 
in dangerous formations, due to Von 
_Hindenburg’s failure to keep his for- 
ward movements advancing at a com- 
mon speed. The precarious situa- 
tion of having outrun Germany’s ab- 
ility to provide a sufficiently large 
permanent army to protect the new 
battle front is beginning to face Von 
Hindenburg. Even if the allies do 
not develop a major counter attack, 
a retirement of the Germans may be 
forced by a series of local assaults, 
giving Von Hindenburg no rest at 
any part of his unwieldly front. 

When the present drive began, the 
German line from Arras to Craonne 
measured about 85 miles. The battle 
front between the same points is nov. 
about 120 miles. Each additional 
mile means Von Hindenburg must 
find probably 6,000 soldiers for de- 
fensive purposes. If. therefore, the 
Germans attempt to retain their pres 
ent positions permanently they must 
increase their trench garrisons by 
about 200,000 men and find the re- 
serves to make good the constant 
losses to which this force will be 
subjected. 

Von Hindenburg must now aceet 
the fact that the present engagement 
not result in the decisive de- 
feat of the Anglo-French forces.
